The constitution of the United States is the fundamental 
law of the land. No state of the union, no matter what its par 
ticular constitution permits, can enact any legislation which 
* totes any of the constitutional rights of the people <*t that 
state or of any other state as those rights are guaranteed to 
them in the federal constitut ion. 
Constitutional rights, so called, are not rights which the 
institution grants to the people—they are only natural rights 
which the people never transferred to tin* government by the 


co nstitu tio n . 
The right to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness are 
among the natural rights which the people of this land have 
always retained and these rights cannot Im? taken away or 
abridged by any legislation by congress or by the legislatures 


of the state. 
It should he remembered, however! that these l ights only 
exist in natural persons and are, correctly speaking, natural 


rig h ts. 
No corporation, no partnership and no other creature of the 
law possesses any of these natural rights and consequently the 
congress of the nation and the legislatures of the slate, are I rec 
to regulate and control them as they deem proper. These crea­ 
tures of the law may he regulated and controlled, their powers 
tuav be abridged or extended by law as the creating pow cl 


may decree. 
More than twenty of the states of the union have enacted 
regulatory legislation seeking to prevent frauds in the sale of 
securities and real estate and this legislation, imposing as it 
docs, a burden upon legitimate business abridging in a meas­ 
ure the rights of both natural and legal persons, restricting the 
liberty of individuals to the extent that it regulates and at 
tempts to control their dealings with each other, is now t h e 
subject of contention in the courts. 
The courts of the several states have announced contradic­ 
tory conclusions as to the validity of these laws and the sex cia 
federal courts which have passed on the validit> el such laws 
are not in accord in the decisions announced. 
It remains for tin* Supreme court of the I nit cd States­ 
ide court of last resort—to announce whether the conditions ot 
trade are such as to w arrant the legislatures ot 
Hie sex rn a1 
states in adopting these regulatory laws. 
Courts have held th at to insure liberty and protection to 
the individual the law-making powers could impose wimtmm 
burden was necessary upon legitimate business in ordei that 
fraud might not stalk abroad and pre} upon the unwary and 
the inexperienced.

JOSEPH VANCE, FATHER 
OF THE GOOD ROADS 
MOVEMENT IN OHIO 
The father of the good roads rn*'* e- 
[Blent in Ohio was 
Joseph 
Vance. 
Vance at the afce of 19, with his 
[tither ma;: t• - ii to Urbana from his 
ibirthplace in Washington. 
Pa., 
in 
HOS, and at once took an active part 
ta public matters. Before and during 
I 
• 
tie war of i s 12, he was an officer in 
I hi the militia, was elected to the 
wneral assembly in 1812, to con­ 
fess in is20 to 1836 and governor 
ii 1837 and 1851. During the con­ 
stitutional convention of 1851 Vance 
^stricken with apoplexy and died 
* fear later. 
Vance earned his title as father of 
Bood roads in 1827, when as a mein- 
of the United States house of 
representatives, he advocated the re- 
pair and extension of the National 
toad, then called the Cumberland 
^ad through some of the states of 
west, including Ohio. 
His plan met with opposition and 
•hot debate was precipitated. Vance 
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waxed vehement in his speech and 
would have been called upon to set 
tie according to th© "Code’’ in effect 
at th a t time as the final court of 
arbitration of all questions unset­ 
tled on the rostrum, but for the fact 
th a t he was a crack shot with a rifle 
which 
he, challenged, undoubtedly 
would have chosen. 
Nothing 
was 
ever said to him after that about 
fighting. 
Governor Vance also might have 
been called the “overall” governor. 
He disliked the conventional black 
broadcloth of public office 
and no 
sooner did he arrive at bis farm than 
he laid it aside for a pair of overall 
trousers and a blouse in which hq 
worked and visited among his con­ 
stituents. 
Governor Vance, when attending 
to his official duties, always wore a 
standing linen collar, fitting him so 
loosely around the neck that it came 
flush with the end or his chin and a 
black necktie. 
What he lacked in training as a de­ 
bater he made up in simplicity aud it 
is said of him that in the heat of the 
debate he cast aside all conventionali­ 
ties of expression and employed the 
style of language of the most unas 
Burning men. 
The grave and monument of Gov­ 
ernor Vance is near that ol Simon 
Kenton, in Oakdale cemetery, Urb­ 
ana.

It appears th at on the Sunday which 
Mr. Lincoln spent in New York city 
he visited a Sunday achoo) In the no­ 
torious region called Five Points and 
there made a short address to the 
scholars. 
After his return to Spring­ 
field one of his neighbors, hearing of 
this, thought It would he a good sub­ 
ject for bantering Mr. Lincoln a Inuit 
and accordingly visited him for that 
purims©. 
This neighbor was generally 
known as “Jim ," Just as Lincoln was 
called “Abe “ 
The following account of Jim ’s visit, 
furnished by Edward Eggleston, shows 
that he did uot derive as much fun 
from the bantering us be had expected: 
“He Marted for ‘Old Abe’s* office, 
but, bursting o|>eu the door Impulsive­ 
ly, found a stranger In conversation 
with Mr. Lincoln,
